A hopeful sign of future book-collecting is ex- 
hibited in the fact that the Bibliophiles of America 
are emulating their brethren of the Old World in 
placing upon their shelves first editions . But the 

“ editiones prindpes ,f sought by wise and patriotic 
collectors are neither Guttenberg's , Caxton's, Aldus' 
nor Bodoni's. Amateurs are winnowing from the 
ripe harvest of books early specimens of those authors 
in whom the nation takes pride. 

As the English collector hunts for Shakspeare , 
Milton, Thackeray or Shelley , the French for Bonsard , 
Villon, Montaigne, Musset and Hugo, so the prudent 
American delves into stores and catalogues for copies 
of Mather, Franldin , Irving, Poe, Prescott, Longfellow, 
Lowell, Aldrich, and the rest of the guild of our more 
famous writers. 

Blurred in type and printed on indifferent paper, 
as some qf them are, these first examples of the writings 
of our great authors are to-day, in many cases, worth 
their weight in gold. Not only are they of increasing 
value day by day, but they are of the highest bibliogra- 
phical and literary interest ; 

In the first editions the text appears fresh from 
the author' 8 mind — before those changes which are apt 
to occur, either from reflection or a* the result of 
unfavorable criticism. Moreover, they often contain 
passages or poems which are omitted from later 
editions. It will thus be seen that by collecting the 
first editions of an Author we have the benefit of a 
pure and unchanged text. Poor and unassuming as

some of these editions appear to us now , they have a 
distinct personality , which is entirely wanting in the 
most sumptuous modem editions . 

The look of time has prevented our including 
other names deserving a place in this catalogue , hut it 
is our intention to publish additional lists from time 
to time. Believing that, in offering this catalogue , the 
compilers are supplying a want which is generally fdt 
among American collectors , they trust that due indvlr 
gence toiU be made for errors .
